Two URI students escaped 
death in a fire which destroy- 
ed their rented house on Har- 
bor Island in Narragansett, 
Sunday night | 

Jeffrey F. Gerald, a junior, 
and Frank J. Lindia, a sopho- 
more, were reported in satis- 
factory condition at Seuth 
County Hospital where they 
were treated for second-and- 
third-degree burns. There was 
no official statement as to 
when the sludents are expect 
ed to be released. 

Narragansett police credit 
Mr. Lindia with’ saving Mr. 
Gerald's life by runnwg into 
the burning house, awakening 
him, and pushing him through 
the second floor window to 
sdfety. The cause of the fire 
which engulfed the house on 
Oakhill Rd. is still undetermin- 
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THE STUDENT Life Committee met Thursday to dis- 





At the hospitsl, Mr. Lindia 
said that on the night of the 
fire, he and several friends 
were on the first floor of the 
house ‘when they heard loud 
crackling noises coming from 
the second floor. They ran out- 
side and discovered the upper 
floor in flames. Mr. Lindia, 
mounted the outside staircase, 
to awaken Mr. Gerald. 


Both students said that all 
their clothing and personal 
possessions were lost in the 
fire. Mr. Lindia estimated that 
he had lost several thousand 
dollars worth of stereo equip- 
ment and cameras. None of 
tbe possessions were insured. 


The house which was owned 
by Dr. Frank Dann of East 
Greenwich, was rented by Mr. 
Gerald, Mr. Lindia and two 
other URI students, Jeffrey A. 
Feroce and Donald Lariviere.

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Student Senate Reaffirms 
Demand for Vietnam Day

The Student Senate reaffirm- 
ed its position demanding a 
Day of Dialogue concerning 
the Vietnam war after two 
hours of discussion during 
which President Werner Baum 
Stated his reasons for object- 
ing to the bill. 

He stated at the meeting on 
Monday night that he will “not 
Bovern any institution on the 
basis of ‘demands’ made by 
any part of the institution.” 
He further emphasized this 
point by saying that demand- 
ing is not a part of a demo- 
cratic system on campus. 

President Baum said the 
wording of the bill was a criti- 
cal point and, because of this, 
he could not make any deci- 
sions on the substance of the 
bill until it was acted upon by 
the Faculty Senate. He stres.- 
sed his point by repeatedly re- 
ferring to the fact that the 
Faculty Senate has never made 
““demands,”’ 

In a question and answer 
period which followed his state- 
ment, there was considerable 
discussion concerning his in- 
dividual feelings towards the 
Vietnam war, in which Dr. 
Baum made repeated attempts 
to separate his individual mor- 
al values from those he holds 
as a university president, 

Concerning the discussion of 
the word ‘“power,"’ several 
senators and members of the 
audience tried to clarify the 
point that the bill was design- 


ed expressly to have a Day of’ 


Dialogue, and not as a show of 
student or administrative pow- 
er.

Violent Revolution Stressed

National S.D.S. Secretary 
Mark Rudd brought words of 
violence and revolution to a 
capacity crowd in Edwards 
auditorium last Wednesday 
night. Rudd, and several S.D.S. 
companions doubling as body- 
guards, were invited to URI 
by the Inter-Fraternity Coun- 
cil in an effort to expose stu- 
dents to issues of relevancy. 

“S.D.S. bas one simple mes- 
sage,’’ said Rudd. “‘There is a 
war going on. This war is not 
only in Vietnam, but it can be 
seen everywhere. It is a war 
between the United States and 
the people of the world,”’ he 
declared, “‘and we have to 
bring this war home.”’ 

He explained that the US. is 
losing the war and has already 
lost the Vietnam conflict. 
S.D.S. has decided to take 
sides with the people of the 
world and to fight White Im- 
perialist America with vio- 
lence, 

“People will come ready to 
fight and beat the pigs,’’ said 
Rudd, describing the Chicago 
demonstrations being planned 
for early October. ‘‘In Chicago 
we will present demands sup- 
porting G.I. rebellions. free- 
dom for all political prisoners, 
abandonment of Vietnam, and 
response to the violence per- 
petrated throughout the world 
by the U.S.” 

Rudd's presentation develop- 








ed into a confrontation be- 
tween himself and members in 
the audience of the Progres- 
sive Labor Party, a more con- 
servative group that was os- 
tracized from the S.D.S. Na- 
tional convention this summer. 

Rudd vehemently accused 
the “*PL’s"’ of being racist 
liars and refused them the 
right to distribute PL news- 
papers at the auditorium. The 
“PL’'s,"’ in turn, called Rudd 
a ‘pig’ to which he replied 
“S.D.S. is out to win: we're 
not just out for fairness. We're 
out to destroy the Progressive 
Labor Party and we'll act on 
our ideas.” 

Heated discussions develop- 
ed between Rudd at the podium 
and the audience. As the leath- 
er-Jacketed Rudd talked, his 
three bodyguards stood listless- 
ly on stage staring into space. 

One opponent claimed that 
many people are opposed to 
Violence, no matter how noble 


the cause. Rudd replied “I 
wish that non-violence could 
make a_ revolution, but it 
can't,’’ 

Another opponent, whose 


shouts drew applause, pointed 
out that America offers. the 
freedom of speech “which 
Rudd was so freely taking ad- 
vantage. 

A more heated confrontation 
between Rudd's group and the 
PL representatives developed 
later before a large crowd 
gathered in the Union Ball-

The Student Senate passed again its demand 
that on October 15 there be a Day of Dialogue on 
Vietnam. In doing so they have highlighted the 
immaturity for which they have become famous. 
It doesn’t make any difference whether it’s done in 


‘the name of conservatism or liberalism. It still re-

When they initially passed this bill, they con- 

fused two separate and distinct issues: Student Pow- 
er and a Day of Dialogue. President Baum replied 
to the first issue by rightly refusing to accept a 
bill which took the position of demanding. In re- 
fusing to change the word demand the Senate acted 
not like a legislative body but, rather, like an emo- 
tional mob. It sought to consider neither reason 
nor logic. It sought only to play at being a student 
government and instead, became a student dis- 
grace.

If President Baum wishes to reject the Student

No topic of controversy on 
eampus has enraged so many 
people or caused so much bit- 
terness as the outdated ideas 
aud approaches of the Greek 
System. As president of a fra- 
ternity here at URI, I am the 
first to admit the weaknesses 
of the system. But rather than 
abandoning it as so many 
aoti-Greeks would propose, I 
would try to build new policies

With the realization that the 
individual today is more aware 
of himself and the world 
around him, a new fraternity 
education program has been 
enacted at Lambda Chi Alpha 
fo eliminate’ the foolish dis. 
criminatory practices ol 
pledgeship and class distinc. 
tion within the system. 

In the early years of its ex. 
istence, the American college 
fraternity did not practice 
what we know as pledgeship. 
In that period, newly selected 
members were immediate- 
ly initiated wilh all subsequent 
rights and responsibilities. 

Certainly. it can be 
acknowledged that college fra- 
ternities have greatly expand- 
ed their scope of operations. 
They have evolved from the 
debating and literary societies 
t) a type of organization run- 


ning the gamut of college life, 
perhaps properly termed a 
way of life. 


Accompanying this evolution 


has been the formulation of 
certain practices that have 
since become outdated. With 


the end of World War I, fra- 
lernities grew rapidly and the 
concept of pledgeship became 
a crystallized practice, not un- 
like a caste system. 

While at first, hazing was 
practiced with severe and neg- 
ative consequences, most chap- 
lers now utilize an elaborate 
mixture of pledge training and 
pledge education. The con- 
lents of such programs are 
completely wasted because of 
the attitude which they re- 
flect: the pledge is a separate 
entity, a species different in 
kind from an initiated mem- 
ber. He is a second class citi- 
zen. 

I urge the fraternities here 
at URI to realize that the col- 
lege freshman today will no 
longer buy this caste system. 

If the college fraternity is a 
broad range of fine experi- 
ences as it claims to be, then 
the individual who selects it 
and is selected by it will quite 
properly expect to participate, 
immediately and meaningful- 
ly, in a varied spectrum of ac- 
tiviges. Indeed, for the group 
experience to be successfull, 
all should participate in some 
degree according to their par- 
licular talents and interests. 
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Anything more structured and 
more rigid should be reserved 
lor military organizations. The 
college fraternity should be a 
living reality of democracy in 
practice. It should sid in the 
personal development of every 
individual, and at the same 
time be always assured that 
individuals remain individuals. 

Accordingly, newly selected 
members must be exposed to 
those ideals which justify its 
existence. 

Instead of a lengthy pledge. 
ship, the new fraternity edu- 
cation system sets aside six to 
eight weeks of associate mem- 
bership. During this time, the 
new member is instructed on 
the goals of the fraternity in 
conjunction with his own goals 
aS a unique person. 

The most important differ- 
ence between this program and 
any program before it is the 
complete abandonment of the 
concept of subservience. 

The associate member is as- 
similated right into the frater- 
nity and is not separated from 
it by being put into a pledge 
class which is far removed 
from the operations of the 
house. 

There will be no pledge clas- 
ses. There will be no pledges. 

Pledge class unity will be 
abandoned for the sake of fra- 
ternity unity. There will no 
longer be double standards of 
conduct within the fraternity. 

It is not so much the details 
of fraternity education that I 
would like to stress bul, more 
importantly, the genuine fra- 
ternal spirit created by this 
program. 

VIR QUISQUE VIR, our open 
motto, means every man a 
man. The fraternity spiril 
should embody this ideal by 
our respect for one another. 

Instead of capitalizing on the 
pledges’ qualities, we are sup- 
pressing them. The process of 
pledgeship has tended to make 
our strong men weak by taking 
into fraternity on bids day a 
man six feet tall, cutting him 
down to nothing and building 
him back up to three feet. Why 
not take a good man and make 
him better? 

It is not the charge of fra- 
ternity to build character? 
For character gains respect, 
respect moves men, and men 
move mountains,

The individual is no longer 
helpless towards being what he 
has been programmed to be 
He can stop the process tem 
porarily or completely, and

Ed reform is part of the cul- 
tural revolution. There are 
other proponents of this form 
ol revolution, people who are 
less seeking change in others 
than living it themselves.

Day of Protest 


Michael Ferber, a Harvard 
graduate student who was in- 
dicted and then aquitted last 
spring for conspiracy to un- 
dermine the military draft, 


said this week that several la- 


bor unions may stage brief 


walkouts in sympathy with the 
October 15 Vietnam Morator- 
jum. 

Ferber said Walter Reuther, 
United Auto Workers Presi- 
dent, has expressed interest in 
the protest. He would not name 
other unions or union leaders 
he had spoken to. The day of 
protest will be most significant 
on college campuses, 

URI officially will not boy- 
cott- classes according to the 
results of Monday's Student 
Senate meeting although the 
senate voted to “demand” a 
cancellation of classes for the 
second consecutive meeting. 

President Werner A. Baum 
had said after the original bill 
had passed that he would not 
agree to any bill which used 
the word demand. The senate, 
refusing to budge, reaffirmed 
the original wording. 


President Baum had indicat- 
ed that he would consider the 
bill if the word demand were 
ommitted and the bill passed 
the Faculty Senate. 


He said that the class day 
would have to be made up lat- 
er in the school calendar how- 
ever.

| Student Editors, Presiden id 
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Call for National Boycotts 


WASHINGTON — (CPS) — 
Nearly 300 student body presi- 
dents and editors have sow 
signed a call for a Vietnam 
Moratorium—a nationwide ab- 
ti-war class and work boycott, 

The call, sponsored by the 
new “Vietnam Moratorium 
Committee,”” is for a one-day 
boycott of classes at all U.S, 
colleges and universities on 
October 15 to call attention to 
and move toward ending the 
Vietnam War. The committee 
plans to expand the moratori- 
um to two days in November, 
three in December, adding a 
day of protest each month as 
long as the war goes on. 

The Moratorium hopes to io 


volve the community as welt 


as the colleges in cities and 
towns across the country 
Workers and business men are 
being asked to boycott their 
daily routine at least for 4 
short time during the morator- 
jum days. 

The new Mobilization Com- 
mittee Against the War in Viet- 
pam has planned a national 
rally in Washington November 
15 to coincide with the second 
month's Moratorium days. 

The rally, similar to the 
march on the Pentagon in 1966, 
will include a march from Arl- 
ington Cemetery past the White 
House to the Capitol building, 
according to tentative plans. 
Both militant and not-so-mili- 
tant groups are supporting the 
Washington rally, while some 
militant groups (including 
some SDS chaptres) refuse to 
support the Moratorium. The 
Moratorium action is too mod- 
erate, some are saying. 

Organizers of the Moratori- 
um include: David Hawk, a 
former Nationa] Student Asso- 
ciation staff member and co- 
ordinator of a ‘‘We Won't Go" 
statement campaign involving 
250 student body presidents 
and editors last year; Sam 
Brown, another former NSA 
staff member and organizer of

paign. He is currently a fellow 
at Harvard’s Institute of Pap. 
tics; David Mixner, another 
former McCarthy campaicner 
presently on the Democratie 
Party reform commission head.

The committee, according {g 
its moratorium strategy state. 
ment, expects the monthly org. 
tests to grow if the first 
month's is successful. High 
school students, anti-war and 
civil rights constituencies, en, 
tertainers, labor union locals 
churches, businessmen, and 
politicians are imvited to par. 
ticipate. 

A central office in Washing- 
ton is coordinating plans for 
the demoustrations and proj. 
ects to take place on the Mora- 
torium days. Among the com: 
mittee’s suggested plans for 
the first demonstration and 
boycott day are town meetings, 
debates, rallies, leaflet distri- 
bution, study groups, vigils in 
homes and churches; anti-war 
films, petitions, teach-ins, and 
memorial services for war 
dead. Violence is out of the 
question, say the organizers, 

The committee refuses to re- 
fer to its class boycotts as 
strikes, because it does not 
fee] the analogy applies. The 
intention is not to cripple the 
universities, but to use them 
as a base to end the war, 
Brown says. 

Financial assistance is com- 
ing from private gifts, Mora- 
torium organizers say, though 
they do not list any primary 
backers. The National Student 
Association has provided some 
financial aid for the Washing- 
ton office. 

The monthly protests are to 
continue “until a negotiated 
settlement is signed or a def- 
inite timetable for bringing 
all American troops home from 
Vietnam is made,’’ the com: 
mittee has announced,
